William Brubaker of 'Knblville. Fatals
ly [Injured by Explosion of
(as Tank.

AT QUINCY LAST WEDNESDAY EVENING

William Brubaker, a wall known
citizen ot this county, was fatally
injured at Quiney, Frankhn coun-
ty, lnst Wednesday evening, about
i o'clock.

He and his wife and n three-
months’ old baby traveled from
place to place through the rural
distriots showing moving pictures
in a tent. On the evening of the
12th they were at Five Forks and
next day went to Quincy,

That evening Mr. Brubaker
was malang the gas which is used
to illuminate the machine, a mix-
ture of hydrogen and oxygen, and
had the various chemicals neces-
sary in an iron tank in the tentin
which the family cooked and liv-
ed. Through some error, likely,
the tank exploded and the metal
parts flew about many of them
striking the man in the face and
body, His clothing also caught
fire and ne probably inhaled some
of the flames,

Dr. Friw, of Quincy, was stand
ing near when the accident oc-
curred, and he with other men
went to the relief of Mr. Brubaker
who it was apparent was serious-
ly hurt, After doing all in his
power to allay the pain, Dr, Fritz
decided to hurry him off to the
hospital at Chambersburg. By a
few minutes after seven o’clock
the wounded man hud reached
the hospital, but just as he was
being carried into the insutution,
he breathed his last,

Dr. Ramsey of Chambersburg,
immediately telephoned MeCon-
nellsburg to notify the unfortu-
nate man’s father, Mr, David Bru
baker, who owns and lives un the
Kemp farm about two miles north
of Knobsville. 1t happened when
Knobsville was called up by phone
that Mr, Brubaker was 1u the vil:
lage, and was greatly overcome
by grief when informed of the
dreadful acecident to his son.

Thursday morning the corpse
was shipped up to Loudon on the
South Penn, and Undertaker
Stoner, of this place, received 1t
there and took 1t to the father's
home, from which place the funer
al was conducted on Wriday atter
noon, nterment being made 1n
the cemetery at the M, E, church
at Knobsville,

Willam Brubaker was 87 years
of age, and wasa natural born
mechanical genius, and by just
“picking up” the skill himself,
could do almost anything from re
pairing the most delicate watch
to the adjusting of heavy machin-
ery. ‘

His wife was Della May,adaugh
ter of Mr, and Mrs, Charlie Camp
bell. Besides his father and
mother, he 18 survived by two
brothers, John of Knobsville, and
Charles, of Saxton,

His wife¢ who was o the tent
with him at the time of the acci-
dent says: ‘“We had been travel
ing with our show through Bed-
ford and Franklin ccuntles and
the state of Maryland. We had
been on our trip since July 1st,
and hag not been home in the
meanti me. Lagt night we show-
ed at Five Forks and expected to
show at Quiney to-night. Ours
was & moving picture show, We
used calcium light, made of oxy-
gen and hydrogen. My husband
was making gas for the evening
performance sud was in the teot
in which we cook, when the acc:
dent occurred. There was an ex-
plosion and be was seriously in-
jured, T was washing dishes at
the tame, After the accident oc-
curred, he asked me what hap.

To Principals or Teachers 1n
Charge of Schools in Pennsylvan-
in:

Greeting:—Your attention is
respec.fully called to section 12
of the act of assembly of June 185,
1895, which declares that ‘*‘all
principals or other persons
charge of schools as aforesad
(namely, publie, private, paro-
chial, Sunday or other schools)
are hereby required to rafuse the
admssion of any child to the
schools under their charge or su-
pervision, except upon a certifi-
cate signed by a physician, set-
ting forth that suech child has |
becn successfully vaccinated, or
that it has previously had small-
lmx."

Section 21 of the same act pro-
vides that the penalty for faillure,
neglect, or refusal to comply with
or violation of this requirement |
shall, for every such offence, up-
on conviction thereof before any

magistrate or justice of the peace,
be a fine or penalty
than five dollars or more than one
handred dollars, and in defaunlt
of payment thereof,

10d not exceeding sixty days.

I beg you to observe that in this,
matter the principal or teacher
is responsible, not to the school

ities of the State or the munici-
pality, and that no action ot the
school directors can supersede
the requirements of the law.—
Any attempt to shift the respon-
sibihty onto the shoulders of the
directors would therefore be at-
tended by serious risk.

I do not allow myself to doubt,
however, that your own intelli-
gent appreciation of the import-
ance of the strict enforcement of
this law, both for the protection
of the health of the children un-
der your care, as well as of that
of the entire community, and for
the avoidance of the serious inter
ference with adveation which an
outbreak of small-pox m a com-
munity glways involves, will make
further reference to penalties en-
tirely unnecessavy,

above referred to wis passed ten
years ago, and no one has had the
nerve toenforce 1t up to this time,
It was not nntil the present State
Board of Health was organized,
and a salary ot $10,000 provided
for its head and allowance of
$8,000 more for office help, that
weare to have this law gointo
affect.

For several years the affairs of
the Burough have been adminms-
tered 1n a sort of “hit and miss”
fashion, with a constant tendency
to disorder and general dissatis-
faction, Letus get in under the
general Inw like other people, and
then we will know, at least where
we are at,

The borough of McUonnells-
burg was incorporated by a spec-
ial Act of Assembly approved
March 20, 18514, and 1ts bound-
aries were afterwards extended;
[ the two blocks west of 1st street

were taken in by Act of March
17, 1842, and the block wuorth of
anucr s tannery by Act of April
11, 1862,

Prior to 1884, all boroughs were
incorporated by Acts of Assem-
bly, but in the year last mention-
jed an Act was passed empower-
ling the courts of quarter ses-
sions, by, and with the concur-
rence of, the grand jury of the
| county, to incorporate towns and
| villages containing not less than
three hundred inhabitants, On
April 8, 1801, a general law was
passed regulating boroughs, and
| empowering the courts ol quar-
ter sessions to incorporate bor-
oughs without regard to the popu- |
lation. This Aet was applicable
{to all boroughs in the State in-
corporated under it, and defined
the restrictions, powers and priv-
ileges conferred upon boroughs
under it, as well as boroughs pre-
viously incorporated and aceept.
g the provisions of the Act,

The powers, privileges and re-
strictions of boroughs incorporat-
ed under special Acts of Assem-
bly sre vaguely set forth; and,
often, 1t is difficult to tell what
powers and privileges they pos-.
sess, and what restrictions are
placed upon them, Almostall of
the boroughs in the State have
accepted the provisions of the
Act of April 8, 1851, and all laws
relating to boroughs passed
since, apply to boroughs incor.
porated under the Aci, or those
accepting the provisions of the
Act,

ious was he to be in the lead that
withontawaiting orders, gave the
signal to advance, and wa advane-
ed.
